VINE CUTTINGS FOR SPRING 

Should Be Kept Moist Until Rooted, 
and Then Given Frequent Culti- 
vation — Hoe Often. 

Currant and grape cuttings, planted 
in beds In early spring, are muleln d 
in late summer, preferably with t"aw- 
dtiFt or tan bark, and kept moist until 
the cuttings are rooted. I^ater on tho 
propagating bed is given frequent 
and shallow cultivation. Hoeing is fre- 
quently done between the rows of 
plants, which are IS inches apart. 
This keeps fresh soil around them, 
keeps down the weeds and water is 
given when the soil i3 very dry. | 
A propagating bed for strawberry 
plants also needs some attention. Tho 
weeds must be k.-pt out. It is best 
to cut off the late runners, as the early- 
ones make the strongest plants. If 
several varieties are in the bed r.et 
up beards between each to prevent 
them running together, and be sure to
